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the magnetic material of tie primary frame magnetically engages in a lateral 
manner with the magnetic material^ the auxiliary frame for securing said auxiliary 
frame to said primary frame; 

the arm extends over the bridck which can support the arm, to prevent the 
auxiliary frame from moving downwaVd relative to the primary frame; and 

the flange is located behind theWidge to further secure the auxiliary frame 
to the primary frame, and to reduce the iLlihbod of the auxiliary frame from being 
disengaged from the primary frame if ^auxiliary frame is being pulled forward 
relative to the primary frame. 

Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office action mailed 
January 14, 1999 for the Parent Application of this Continued Prosecution Application. 
All of the claims include the limitations of (1, A downward flange not being a magnet, but 
including a magnetic material, and (2) The magnetic material of the primary frame 
magnetically engages with the magnetic material of the auxiliary frame in a lateral manner. 
None of the references cited by the Examiner of the Parent Application teaches or suggests 
such limitations, singly or in any combination. 

In view of the above Amendments and Remarks, reconsideration of Claims 1 -1 3 and 
consideration of newly added Claims 1 4-1 5 is requested.
